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Leprosy, Its Causes, Prevention and Treatment. 


THEODORE JUDSON HIGGINS. 


.JE closed vur article in the October 


number of the Journal with the 


hint that at, last we were arriving at’a 
definite treatment and cure of the dis- 


ease manifestation known as leprosy. 


We will now proceed to enumerate 
some of the indications seen to be pres- 
ent. in a true case of leprosy, and, as far 
as practical, to outline a course of treat- 
ment which will positively prove eftec- 
tive, given the indications enumerated. 

Right here we want to say that we 
consider this the acme of disease ex- 
pression, and tv every eclectic who 
takes an interest we would say more 
strongly than ever, ‘Don't forget the 
real. basis on- which our school is 
founded—Spevific. Medication it 
is through this principle that we are 
slowly but surely curing this disease. 
Perhaps the first pathological manifes- 
tation that we will find in a case of 


leprosy is the apparent polycythemia, 
between 5,000,000 and 6,000,000 red 


cells being found in many cases, and it 
is during this condition that the bacilli 


may be demonstrated as being present 
in the blood. During the continuance 
of this morbid expression we find devel- 
oping local stasis, cyanosis, anesthetic 
areas, maculate patches and the fearful 


degenerative neuritis in which the very 


substance of the nerves degenerates and 


becomes a nidus for the bacteria to pro- 


liforate in, and live upon; and I want 
to say that as long as the anesthesia 
maintains, provided the nerve has not 
been severed or otherwise destroyed, 


the disease is present in a degree 


wherein the nerve trunks are diseased 
to a great extent, but the patient can 
be permanently cured without entirely 
regaining feeling in the parts affected. 
But in such a case the proper examin- 
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ation of the nervous structures micro- 
scopically would reveal the true con- 
dition present. The bacilli will not 
be found in the fluid of the cord or 
nerves, whilst in the case that is not 
cured it will be found, and the other 
manifestations, such as the thickening 
of the nerve trunks, especially of the 
ulnar and peroneal nerves will be 
present. | 

Later on we have the partial break- 
ing down of the cyanosed areas, the 


formation of caseous deposits, the for- 


mation of the nodules or tubers, or as 


some prefer to call them leproma, has 


begun in earnest. When properly 
stained these leproma will be found 
packed full of the bacilli.’ It would 
seem as though the bacilli lived upon 
the diseased cells and proliferated to 
the greatest extent possible and then 
received their further nourishment 
from the abnormally constituted blood 
which bathes the areas keeping just 
sufficient life in the nodules to pre- 
vent them from breaking down for 
months or years, until further degener- 
ation of the walls of the vessels and the 
consequent blocking up of the same, 


cause a further degeneration of this 


tissue; and, to use an almost universal 


expression of the leper, the nodule 


breaks and then they have a perforat- 
ing ulcer of the part involved. It is 
during this phase of the disease that 
we frequently have the development of 
leucocythemia. Nature, as it were, 
manufactures an immense number of 
the white ‘blood corpuscles and espe- 
cially of the phagocytes of Metschnikoff 
and makes one last grand attempt to 
rid herself of the morbid condition 
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but a true one. 


with the following results as, a rule. 
The diseased areas are attacked and 
partially digested, and there is a solu- 
tion of the continuity of the entire 
mass, or rather a partial solution of the 
continuity thereof and it enters the sys- 
temic circulation, and the lymphatics 
become laden with it. As a result all 
of the lymphatic glands of the body 
become involved to a greater or lesser 
degree. The air vesicles of the lungs 
become clogged with the debris, and, 
if the patient does not obtain prompt 
relief, he or she dies for want of air 
whilst in the midst of an ocean of air, 
by true suffocation, the result of C O, 
poisoning. Should the patient live 
through the attack tubercular disease 
of the lungs results and then, of course, 


we have to make a very grave prog- 


nosis; although we have three patients 
at the San Francisco Pest house who 
have passed through the various phases 
which we have striven to explain as 
clearly, simply and concisely as possible, 
and yet we have hopes that at least two 
of these cases will recover ultimately 
and perhaps all three may recover. 
You have before you a terrible picture 
We see that from its 
very inception this disease is the result 
primarily of imperfect cell formation. 
The organs which are the source of the 
stream of life are not doing their work 
properly, we have the formation of cells 
of lowered potential as the inevitable 
resultant of faulty metabolism, the de- 
velopment of bacteria, and the disease 
is well under way. No two cases can 
be treated exactly alike because no two 
cases will show exactly the same basic 
symptoms, but this one general rule 
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willapply in all cases. The emunctories 
of the entire body in a case of true 
leprosy are always clogged, partially at 
least, with the poisonous toxalbumins 
of the disease. Remember, the bacteria 
digest the materials they live upon and 
the resultant excreta produced by them 
are not very conducive to the continu- 


ance of the life of the individual, as 


the toxic principles are the chemical 
remains of the cells of lowered poten- 
tial upon which the bacteria thrive. 
When they are liberated they would 
tend naturally to cause a lowering or 
change in potential of the cells with 
which they come in contact or juxta- 
position and thus they lower the resist- 
ance of the individual cells and render 
them diseased and more vulnerable to 
the attacks of the bacteria. Now the 
remedy, remedies or combination of re- 
medial agents that will increase the 
excretory functions of the emunctories 
of the body constitutes the first step 
towards rational treatment. |

very effective in my hands. The mas- 
saging which the patient gives himself 
or herself is of great assistance also in 
all cases as it causes a marked improve- 
ment in the systemic circulation, thus 
retarding coagulation necrosis.

This should only be given after meals, 
thrice daily. This should be used for 
weeks or months, if necessary, or until 
the skin becomes thoroughly active and 
the digestive glands more thoroughly 
assimilate ; appropriate and apportion 
the necessary combinations of foods.

Life Principle—Some Universal Phases Action,

pect underlies everything ; 

therefore, if we study the principle 
which is the foundation of universal 
law, we shall understand man’s rela- 
tionship to the universe. Study of 
Principle leads to comprehension of 


detail, because detail is but the work- 
ing out of Principle, in all the varied 
phases of life manifestation. 

In presenting the following ideas of 
this Universal Life Principle the analy- 
sis will proceed from the known to the 
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unknown; reasoning from the general 
analogy of Nature’s laws, especially 
such as are presented in electricity, 
magnetism, and kindred sciences. 
Truth is a correct conclusion based 
on facts that are gathered from all ex- 
tremes, therefore truth is central and 
is most to be found on middle grounds. 
Whoever becomes over enthused by 
any one idea can not see a composite 
whole, consequently he cannot know 


that a universal relationship exists 


between all orders of life; that a thread 
of unity runs through all diversity. 

In these investigations we shall 
dwell mainly upon Principle, using 


such terms as convey general meaning, 


thus avoiding the confusion of much 
technique. Though we are taught to 
call certain conditions by special names, 
we must not allow our thoughts to be- 


come crystalized in a name. 


In the detail of this subject, Sub- 
stance and Energy will be treated as 
distinct conditions, although they are 
conceded to be one in principle. In 
the laws governing electricity and 
magnetism will be found the principle 


of action by which the entire forces of 
the universe move. The terms elec- 


tricity and magnetism must be under- 
stood as used in their broadest sense, 
because of their multiform modes of 
expression ; no condition can be con- 
ceived in which each does not perform 


apart, because each is only a different 


rate of vibration of the Universal 
Energy. 

These forces cannot be seen, because 
they vibrate at a rate of speed beyond 
the range of vision. It is only when 
they produce an effect, as in light, heat, 


cold, or become polarized into sub- 
stance, that we become conscious of 


their existence, yet all of these are only 


simple: illustrations of their universal 
manifestation. | 

In oxperiete in the cathode meas- 
urement of the fragments of atoms, 
Freund, of Berlin, found that instead 
of the atom being solid it was made up 
of countless infinitesimal particles, 
known as electrons or ions, each of 
which is endowed with an electrical 
charge. Further, he said: All matter 
18 sv nothing else than essential 
electricity.” | 


Recent experiments in Radium give 


additional proofs of the above stated 


facts. Since the great advancement in 
scientific study of Energy; electrons are 
mentioned with more exactness than 
were the hypothetical atoms of an 
earlier period. 
The Electron is practically - under- 
stood to be the unit of measurement of 
atomic matter substance at the present 
time; the atom is now looked upon as 
a stage of growth. As hydrogen gas. 
contains the least number of these elec- 


trical units, to the atom, it is considered 


the lightest of all known gases, or, in 
other words, it is least affected by the 
earth's eravity. 

It is estimated that seven hundred 
electrical units, when magnetically 
united, make one atom of hydrogen 
gas. Eleven thousand two hundred 
electrical units make an atom of oxygen 
oas. Because of the increase in num-' 
ber of the electrical units in the oxygen 
atom the earth has about fifteen and.a 
half times more attraction of gravitation. 
toward an oxygen atom than toward a 
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hydrogen atom. Because of this in- 
crease 11 gravity the atom of oxygen 
circulates i in its individual orbit in space 
fifteen and a half times slower than the 
atom of hydrogen, also it belongs 
closer to earth. This slower movement 
and this greater number of units make 
the atom of oxygen a center of attrac- 


tion for the atom of. hydrogen, which ) 


is undoubtedly the cause of their chem- 
ical affinity. Atoms of gas circulate i in 
their limited orbits in space upon the 
same plan as do planets in their im- 
mensely great orbits i in space. 

The individual magnetic attraction of 
an atom depends upon the number of 


electrical units in its composition. The 


number of electrical units which com- 
pose an atom give it individuality and 
denote the order in which it belongs. 
Reasoning from analogy it 1s Our Opin- 
ion that Universal Energy i is composed 
of electrical units having infinite rapid- 
ity of motion. Upon approaching the 
influence of planetary gravity units of 
Energy have their mean paths short- 
ened by this greater attraction in the 
planet, thus crowding. them together 
so that bombardment between individ- 
ual units results i in friction; finally the 
individuality of the electrical unit is 
lost; because of this drawing together, 
so that numbers of them coalesce to 
form an atom of a given order. Atoms 
unite under the same influence to form 
molecules ; - the union of molecules by 
the same process results i in the creation 
of new orders of substance. 

When the motion of these molecules 
of substance become sufficiently re- 
tarded to impress the organs of the 
human senses it is known as material 
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substance or matter. It is the mag- 


‘netic attraction of one electrical unit 


for another which brings them together, 
forming atoms of a given order and 
which constitutes the cohesive force 
of the atom. It is the sum of the 
magnetic attraction existing in the 
individual units of a body, acting 
upon the sum of the magnetic attrac- 
tion existing in the individual units of 


another body, or, in other words, the 


aceregate magnetic attraction existing 
in one mass of units for the aggregate 
magnetic attraction existing in another 
mass of units which constitutes the 
power known as eravitation. 

In every process of building, from 


the simple combination of electrical 


units into atoms to the building of the 
most complex structures, Universal 


‘Energy must continue to vibrate the 


mass else cohesion will cease to hold 
the atoms in special form and the mass 
will retrograde into its original ele- 
ments again to be projected, by the 
original force, into other special forms 
of material expression. 

Spectrum analysis shows a beam of 
sunlight to be composed of seven visi- 
ble colors; yet these are only different 
vibrations of one force+—Universal 
Energy. To the right and left of these 


visible color emanations the sensitive 


photographic plate reveals other rays 
in the solar spectrum which are other- 
wise invisible. These photographic 
rays prove that there are currents of 
Energy vibrating through space which 
cannot be detected by ordinary vision ; 
indeed, the immense regions of space 
are filled with Universal, Active Energy 
which constitutes the life and power of 
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the real universe. Until we grasp 
some idea of this vast Ocean of Active 
Energy we can gain no adequate com- 
prehension of the immensity and in- 
finity of this Universal Life Principle, 


concerning which Herbert Spencer 


said: “The absolute certainty is that 
man is ever in the presence of an 
Infinite and Eternal Energy, from 


which all things proceed.” 


From Universal Energy, Nature has 
vibrated everything into being, from 


the condensation of atomic nebule even ~ 


to mighty suns and planets, the mag- 
nitude of which exceeds the limits of 
human understanding. When our com- 


- prehension becomes such that we may 


catch vibrations from Nature’s infinite 
thought waves, we shall learn that all 
life is related, it is not bound by earthly, 


or material, limitations; still more, our 


thoughts may soar through the realms 
of the universe and our minds may 
solve the sublime mystery of its laws. 
Through the far reaching sight of men- 
tality, we gaze upon the planets as they 
sweep through space, recognizing them 
as the great electro magnets that they 
are, furthermore we may know these 
ereat currents of life and light dart 


with lightning velocity through space, 


from planet to planet and from sun 
to earth. By wireless messages of 
thought we may come in touch with all 
life and realize that we are a part of the 
Infinite. 

In this era of investigation the scien- 
tific mind is slowly learning to look 
beyond the limits of chemical action 
only as being the sole cause of the man- 
ifestation of life force which we see at 
work everywhere, We are beginning 


to understand that no chemical action 
can take place, in any part of the uni- 


verse, without the change of potential 


into active energy. A deep study of 
the nature of energy and the laws 
through which it acts reveals to us a 
grander hypothesis of causation. Uni- 
versal Energy is the active principle 
which pervades every manifestation. of 
life in all conceivable conditions. It 
is the power which builds electrical 
units into atomic form and shapes atoms 
into crystals and solid rocks; it shines 
in the drops of water and glistens in 
the sands of the sea shore. The same 
Energy which works these marvelous 
wonders, by a change in its rate of 
vibration and potentiality, grows in the 
forest and blossoms in the flowers. The 
trembling leaf upon the tree has only 
to receive a more concentrated impulse 
of Universal Energy to fly forth as the 
insect of the air. | 
Universal Energy is the Master 
Builder, whether it works in the de- 
scending scale causing involution, or 
whether it works in the ascending scale 


causing evolution. Involution repre- 


sents causation, evolution represents 
result ; involution is the unseen plan of 
Universal Energy, evolution is the visi- 
ble execution of that plan. Involution 
forms the pattern in the cell, which 
evolution eventually works into form 
and shape. 

Everywhere Universal Energy works 
through a mathematical scale of vibra- 
tion. The infinite measure of its power 
cannot be told in the language of com- 
mon speech ; it is measured in the flash © 
of the lightning, the crash of the thun- 
der; in the storm and whirlwind and 
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in the glory of the sunshine; in the 
perfect order and precision with which 


mighty planets swing in their orbits. 


No student with flame and retort alone 
can grasp the full meaning of the won- 
derful and diversified expression of 
Universal Life Energy; he must rise 
to a broader outlook and realize that 


the universe is made up of living sub- 


stance; the changes that we witness 
are only those of form, of time and 
vibratory rhythm; not a single pulsa- 
tion of Energy has ever been lost in all 


the eons of ages; Energy always has 


been, always will be, it is Eternal and 
Infinite. 


Energy may be latent or active; in 


the form known as matter, it is called 
latent or potential energy ; when latent 
energy is liberated or set in motion by 
chemical action or friction it is capable 
of doing work and producing phenom- 
ena such as heat, light, color, electrical 
and magnetic waves, etc., under these 
conditions of activity it is known as 
kinetic energy. Active energy may be 
retarded by resistance until its vibra- 
tions become slow enough to impress 
the retina of the eye, it is then known 
as visible substance. Ina private letter, 
Luther Burbank expresses himself on 
this subject as follows: “My theory 
has been that substance was the pro- 
duct of two or more vibrations combined 
and lowered by interference so as to 
impress themselves upon our more or 
less crude senses.’ 

Energy moves with different degrees 
of intensity ; the degree is regulated by 
the amount of resistance or interference 


to a given volume of energy. Energy 


which is moving at a given rate of 


speed will change its vibratory rhythm 
if it meets with sufficient resistence, 
and new magnetic centers will form 
within the volume of force; from these 
magnetic centers still finer magnetic 
waves will radiate. The existence of 
this law of the movement of energy 
explains many of the mysterious diver- 
sities found in the varied expressions 
of Nature’s life-forces. 
Throughout the universe Energy is 
governed by the same law of movement 
as are electricity and magnetism. En- 
ergy in activity may be either electrical 
or magnetic but all latent or inactive 


Energy is magnetic. Electricity is con- 


centrated and rapid in its action, mov- 


ing in straight lines or currents; for 


this reason it is more penetrating ; it 
breaks up bonds of chemical affinity 
and causes heat, expansion, stimulation 
and growth. 
Magnetism is cooling and contracting 
in its influence, because of its radiation 


from diversified centers. It attracts 


elements which have been previously 
disturbed by electricity into new bonds 
of chemical affinity; it collects, con- 
denses and polarizes atoms under new 
environment. 
The sun and planets are vast electro- 
magnetic centers of cohesive substance 
in the field of the immense ocean of 
Universal Enérgy. Between these 
mighty magnets an interchange of cur- 
rents of Energy is continually taking 
place; these enormous currents are a 
part of Nature’s great plan for the 
maintenance of universal circulation. 
The sun is an immense body; it is 
estimated that its bulk exceeds that of 
the earth one million two hundred 
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thousand times, and that it is six hun- 


dred times greater than the entire bulk. 


of all the planets. Its substance has 
only one-fourth the density of that of the 
earth, ‘still its mass is seven hundred 
and forty times greater than the sum of 
the masses of all known planets. When 
it is remembered that gravity 1 is the sum 
of the magnetic attraction of the indi- 
vidual electrical units of a body, for 


the sum of the magnetic attraction of 


the individual electrical units of another 


body it bécomes plain, that, notwith- 
standing the lack of density, still the 
enormous mass of the sun’s substance 
would cause such tremendous attraction 
as to make it the great center of the 


solar system. The magnetic attraction 


of the sun being greater than the sum: 


of the magnetic attraction of its planets, 


creates difference of electrical potential, 
which is the cause of currents that pass 


between the sun and planets, produc- 
ing the vibratory action of Universal 
Energy in space. This action is ren- 


dered possible by the great stress which 


exists in universal space. 


It is the power of gravity inherent

Ags waves of magnetic substance from 


universal space are drawn toward the 
more solid gases of which the sun’s 


atmosphere is composed, they are re-

sive matter, which gradually focalizes 
the force, until its particles are SO 
crowded as to cause bombardment and 
friction. Friction rapidly changes mag- 
netic substance into currents of elec- 
The sun’s atmosphere 


force that it must find outlet, which it 
doés in pulsations of such power as to 
keep in vibration the Energy of Uni- 
versal space. This rapid change of 
magnetism into electricity causes the 
atmosphere of the sun to glow with 
radiant light. ‘Under the most active 
conditions these’ whirling currents of 
licht energy from the sun are projected 
more than three hundred thousand miles 
into space; even under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, the whole atmosphere of 
the sun is a state of constant agitation. 
In general, atmospheres are known to 
be poor conductors for electrical cur- 
rents ; it is probable that nothing less 
than a cyclone of force could overcome 


the resistance of the immense magnetic 


power of the stin’s substance and pass 
out into space, as these currents are 
known to do. 

Some astronomical observers think 
that sun spots are caused by cold 
currents of Energy rushing into the 
extremely agitated gases of the sun’s 
atmosphere. In a recent article, Prof. 
Edgar L. Larkin, of Mt. Lowe Observ- 
atory, Cal., described one of these 
colossal cyclones on the sun, as he ob- 
served it through the telescope. In 
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brief, he said : “A mighty cyclonic storm 
is raging on the sun: The disturbance 
is composed of twenty-one spots, sur- 
rounded and crossed by numerous 
bridges, tongues, filaments, whisps and 


finer spray of white hot 'matter.. These 


are now pouring into the abyss and 
black chasms below. The length of 
the cluster of spots from extreme end 


to end is 115,000 miles, and width from 


(10,000 to:14,000 miles. The entire area 
is one stupendous scene of turbulenée, 
upheaval and utirest.”’ 


reveals to us something of the mighty 
electrical and magnetic activity of the 
sun; an activity that keeps the energy 
of the solar system in a state of con- 
stant vibratory motion and electro- 
magnetic interchange. 


For ages the world believed the sun 


to be a burning globe of fire, and so 
long as there are those who do not com- 
prehend the action of electricity and 


magnetism, thig erroneous idea will con- 


tinue to live. Without some knowledge 
of the laws governing their action, it is 
impossible to gain a higher conception 


of the sun’s source of heat and light, . 


than that of the smouldering flame of 
combustion. -The sun is undoubtedly 
the oldest planet of our solar system; 
yet it shines as bright today as it did 
when man made his advent into this 
strange and beautiful world. ‘Had this 


old theory been true the substance of. 


the sun must have been consumed by 
its own heat, ages before the first forms 
of life appeared upon the earth. 

From early periods, by observing the 


visible life about him, man learned to 


question the source of life on the earth 
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and of the motion of the visible orbs 
of the heavens. Watching beside his 
council fires at night, primitive man 
turned his éyes toward the brilliant 


luminaries which:he saw in the distant 


regions of space, but they told him a 
different story from that which they 
teach us, in our more enlightened age. 
This undeveloped child of Nature had'a 
story of creation written on his mind, 
which ‘accounted for all manifested 
powers as originating in fire. He rea- 


goned by comparison, just as do we to- 
This word picture of cyclonic action 


day, but the limited range of his vision 
afforded him only a meager idea of the 


extent and grandeur of the heavenly 


bodies. Watching the burning faggots 
by night and comparing the heat 
thrown out by them to that from the 
sun which beamed on him by day, he 


reasoned there could be no other source 


of heat and light than that of fire. 
Going still further in his observations, 
he saw that the snows of winter disap- 


peared before the power of the summer 


sun, as it rose higher in the heavens 


with the change of seasons. He also 


noted that at such times the earth re- 
newed its life and brought forth a 
bounteous measure to supply his every 
need, consequently, in this childhood 


of religion and science, the ideas of 


good and evil were born and fire and 
sun became objects of worship. To 
students of nature, it is not strange 


that whole nations have worshiped fire 


and the sun and still hold them sacred 
in religious rites, for indeed they are 
symbolic; they arouse the most sublime 
thought that ever stirs the human mind. 

Maxwell’s discovery concerning the 
electrical nature of sunlight leads to 
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an understanding of much of Nature’s 
phenomena. 


The resistance of the magnetic sub- 


stance of the earth and its atmosphere 
to the stupendous power of solar en- 
ergy causes heat upon the earth. The 
atmosphere surrounding the earth is 
composed of gaseous atoms which are 
held about it by gravitation, in a sort 
of mechanical way, but the atoms are 


not chemically united, except under cer- 


tain electro-magnetic conditions. The 
gases of the atmosphere are principally 
oxygen, nitrogen and hydrogen. Oxy- 
gen is a most negative element, form- 
ing about one-half of all the substances 
which compose the earth and twenty-one 
percent of its atmosphere. Because of 
this negative element in its composition 
the earth becomes a great magnet, draw- 
ing universal electrical currents of en- 
ergy toward it, notwithstanding the 
resistance offered by dia-magnetic gases 
of its atmosphere. Nature overcomes 
the difficulty of atmospheric resistance 


to currents of electrical energy, by mak- 
ing oxygen a perfect conductor for these 


currents. The power of these inflow- 
ing currents of energy, striking one- 
half of the earth at a time, is the cause 


of the planets revolution upon its axis; 


the same principle of action may be 
seen in the electric motor. 
These same solar currents of energy 


by affecting the equatorial waters of 


the ocean drive great rivers of heated 
waters outward toward the poles thus 
producing ocean currents. 

The heat and expansion caused by 
the action of solar energy at the earth’s 
equator produces rarefaction of its at- 


mospheric gases, so that they rise and 


flow away from this active center to- 
ward the poles of the earth. The colder 
currents of the atmosphere, from the 


_ regions of the poles, rush in to fill the 


vacuum caused by heat and expansion, 
thus causing the great currents of. at- 
mospheric circulation over the surface 
of the earth. 
Nature shows some of her methods 
of preparing elementary material in the 
action which takes between the electri- 
cal sunlight and the saline waters of 


the ocean. The electric action of the 


sunlight breaks up the molecules of salt 


water and the atoms, made free, rise to 
their natural strata in the atmosphere. 


In the form of mist they float inward 


to the heated centers of the land, 


through the influence of the air currents 
already described. These mists, be- 
coming more rarefied by the heat radi- 
ating from hill and mountain side, con- 
tinue to rise and dissipate until they 
meet the colder atmosphere of great 
heights; here they become condensed 
and appear as the great cloud moun- 
tains of the sky, which closely resemble 
those of earth. This is Nature’s handi- 


work; with the one principle of action 


she condenses mist into snowy clouds 
and builds the hills and mountains of 
her more solid earth. 
Turned by the resistance of the cold 
atmosphere of the high mountains, the 
clouds move backward, over the valleys; 


as they become more condensed, they 


gradually descend, irresistably drawn 
by the earth’s magnetism, until the 
various cloud sections finally coalesce 
into one great whole which has its own 
individual vibratory rhythm. As the 
electro-magnetic forces of earth and 
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cloud intermingle, the rhythm of the 
cloud is disturbed by electrical currents, 
which scatters the forces. The magnet- 
ism within the elements of the scattered 
forces forms new centers from which 
radiate fine lines or curves of magnetic 


force; these short curves ititerfere with 


the individual motion of atoms, such as 
hydrogen and oxygen causing them to 
be attracted to each other until they 
finally lose their individuality as atoms 
and unite, forming the molecules of 
water which ultimately descends in} the 
rain drops. 

_ Every molecule of water thus formed 
by the interaction of electricity and 
magnetism shows the fundamental prin- 
ciple of cell formation. Rain-drops are 
one of Nature’s first efforts toward the 
formation of cells. In each ascending 


kingdom we shall find the same prin- 


ciple of action; everywhere Nature 
works upon this plan, developing mil- 
lions of cells as easily as she does one. 
The embryonic cell is no more the 
mother of all other cells of the human 
body than one drop of rain is the 


mother of the storm. The interchange 


of electricity and magnetism creates all 
form in the universe. 

When rain is formed, it leaves the 
cloud because of the greater attraction 
of the magnetic earth ; one drop follows 
another in quick succession, forming a 
long, graceful, curved line, until the 
whole stream of drops appears like an 
electric chain, extending from cloud to 
earth. 


As rain falls on mountain ranges and 
foot-hills, the drops sink deep into 


the earth, anon to burst forth as living 
springs, or they gather in tiny pools 
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that grow into rills and brooks, uniting 
to form mighty rivers, the waters of 


which ultimately return to the ocean, 


again to be worked over, in Nature’s 


ceaseless rounds of evolution. 


We shall be able to trace the effects 
of these universal forces in every phase 


of life upon the earth, for indeed there 


can be no manifestation of life in which 
we do not find the same principle of 
action. Let no man hope to grasp the 
action of this principle in the life of 
the cell, unless he takes into consider- 
ation the condition of its environment; 
environment is the effect of all the 


forces of the universe upon a single 


center of activity. Luther Burbank 


gave utterance to one of the deepest 


thoughts the world has ever known, 
when he said: ‘“ Heredity is the sum of 
all past environment.” _ 

Again he says: “The plant breeder 
is an explorer into the Infinite.” Still 
further, in his “ Fundamental Principles 
of Plant Breeding,’’ he writes: “Every 
plant, animal and planet occupies its 
place in the order of Nature by the 
action of two forces—the inherent 
constitutional life force, with all its 
acquired habits, the sum of which is 
heredity; and the numerous complicated 
external forces, or environment. To 
guide the interaction of these two 
forces both of which are only different 
expressions of one eternal force, is, and 
must be, the sole object of the breeder, 
whether of plants or animals. The life 
forces of the plant, in endeavoring to 
harmonize and adapt the action of its 
acquired tendencies to its surround- 
ings, may, through many generations, 
slowly adapt itself to the necessities of 
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existence; yet these same accruded 


forces may also produce sudden, and 


to one not acquainted with its past his- 
_ tory, most surprising and unaccount- 
able changes of character. Manis slowly 
learning that he too may guide the same 


forces which have been through all the 


ages performing: this. beneficent work 


which, he sees everywhere above,. 
neath and around him in the vast teem- 
ing animal and plant.life of the world.” 

Originally man was. taught by sym-. 


bolism and allegory, in which the tree 
has been, made a symbol of life ; in this 
there is much truth, even in a scientific 
-sense.. Primitive men were true stu- 


dents of. Nature and saw in tree and. 
plant, a, type of the manner in which 


life forces manifest themselves every- 


where, Indeed, these forces which play . 
through the delicate organism of a 


plant, shaping its elements into beau- 
teous form. and color, are the same 
forces that- build the physical, structure 
of man’s organism ; 
gives him comprehension of his re- 
lationship to the plant world. 

In our. experiments upon a great 


variety of living trees, shrubs and - 
plants, we have demonstrated that a_ 


carefully calibrated galvanometer reg- 


isters electro-motive force in each of 


them.

to a white substance which acts as a 
nervous system. This nervous system 
is connected with the narrow or con- 


stricted stem through which it receives 
the flow of energy from the tree; this 


energy passes onward to the cell 
through the membrane already de- 
scribed, to be still further retarded and 
finally polarized into the living sub- 
stance of the fruit. 

This energy, following the law of 
action shown in the gradual retarding 
of force by resistance, forms the oval or

THE LIFE PRINCIPLE. 


The Electrical Action of the 
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Surgical Suggestions. 


[From the American Journal of Surgery,] 


During narcosis, when stertorous 
breathing calls for extension of the jaw, 


- 1t is: well to hold it forward first on one 


side, then on the other, alternating at 
short intervals. Long continued pres- 
sure at the angle or angles of the jaw | 
produces much soreness. Often the jaw 
can be kept forward by catching the 
lower incisor teeth in front of the upper 
ones (if they are strong); a single finger 
on the chin is enough to maintain this 
position. 


_ Warming a laryngeal mirror prevents 
condensation of the breath upon it only - 
for a short time. The mirror will re- 
main bright, however, throughout a 
prolonged examination if, instead of 
warming it, its surface is smeared with 


an invisible film of soap. 


When scissors become “catchy” their 
edges can often be made surprisingly 


smooth by carrying each blade repeat- 
edly from lock to tip between the firmly 


pressing thumb and forefinger. Each 
kind and size of scissors has its own 
capacity, and should be used only for — 
what itis intended. Ophthalmic instru-— 
ments are not intended for ordinary © 
dissections, tissue scissors should not 
be used for cutting bandages, nor 
bandage scissors for plaster of Paris. 


To prevent: a suprapubic. or other 
drainage tube from becoming displaced > 
is easily accomplished by fitting another 
tube over it like -a collar; this outer 
tube is. split through half its length 


and the two portions are spread out 


over the skin and fastened down with 
adhesive plaster.

Vitality of Milk. 


The latest phase of the milk question 
that is concerning both scientists and 
dairymen is the question of vitality. 


The first step taken by the dairy sani- 


tarians was the test for fat; then came 
a realization that cleanliness and sani- 
tary methods were of far greater impor- 
tance, and the next advance will be a 


recognition of the vital properties not 


supplied by fats, and which are only 
preserved by the proper processes of 
handling. 

As to the question of what is vitality, 
it is reduced to its simplest terms—a 
matter of digestion. 


First there are the enzymes—these 


are naturally present in milk, and pos- 
sess the property of digesting casein. 
They play an important part in diges- 


tion, and are part of the vitality of milk. | 
Some milks have this power in a greater 

degree than others, and when this 
milk forms part of a diet it adds to its 


dietetic value by rendering the other 
foods with which it is combined more 
digestible. 

- Now comes the question on which 
the digestibility of the milk itself de- 
pends, the coagulability. At the Kansas 
Experiment Station much work has 
been done along this line. Rennet was 
added to the milk of different cows 
with astonishing results. The milk of 
the best butter cow in the herd was 
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almost impossible to coagulate and so 


almost impossible to digest; and yet the 


milk of the next best butter cow coagu- 


lated at once and in first class shape. 
- The other cows fluctuated between 


these two. 

So if it is true that milk must be 
coagulated before it is digested, and 
that the milk of some cows coagulates 
with difficulty, or not at all, it stands 
to reason that a child might starve to 
death on the milk of some cows even 
although the milk in question may be 
pronounced perfect by the chemist. 

This element is not recognized in 
milk inspection, and who knows to 
what extent this is not responsible for 
epidemics, summer complaint and in- 


fant mortality. 


Add to your other precautions the di- 
gestibility test ; recognize the vital and 
life-giving elements—elements which 
are not supplied by the percent of fats, 
but are imparted to the milk by the 
cow herself; and there will be another 
step in advance in the feeding of in- 
fants and invalids. |

The Use of Quinine for Oorneal Ulcers. 


Mr. Arnold. Lawson (Journal of Oph- 
thalmology) read a paper on the treat- 
ment of corneal ulcers by quinine. He 


said that up to the present time the use 


of quinine in ophthalmology had been 
restricted to a very limited class of con- 
junctival and corneal affections, but his 
observations, which had extended over 
four years, showed it was a very power- 
ful curative agent’ in.a large variety of 


corneal ulcers not amenable to ordinary 


routine treatment, to which much more 


drastic measures were commonly ap- 


plied. The sulphate of quinine, dis- 
_ golved carefully in just. sufficient sul- 


phuric acid to hold the salt in solution, 
was preferable to either the hydro- 
chloride or the acid sulphate, both of 
which were soluble in water; and it was 
recommended to be used in a one per 
cent. solution. The eyes should be 
soaked in the solution for five minutes 

four or five times a day, and in addition | 
a thorough irrigation daily by an un- | 
dine filled with the solution was ad- 
vised. It caused very little discomfort, 
and patients used it readily, but 
stronger solutions gave rise to pain 
and had no advantage. When the 
treatment was going to be successful, 
improvement showed itself within a few 
days, and if no manifest benefit was 
obtained within a week it might be dis- 
continued. The rapidity of healing 
under this treatment was at times re- 
markable and author has seen many 
formidable-looking ulcers heal by this 
treatment alone within a week. A list 
of several cases of corneal ulceration 


- treated by this method within the last 


three years was appended to the paper.

REST AS A REMEDY. 


The therapeutic value of reat in the 
medical management of acute inflam- 
matory and infectious processes is not 
fully appreciated. Its effect on the cir- 
culation is significant. The average 
daily output of energy by the heart is 
400,000 foot pounds; by simple rest in | 
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bed it is possible to save the heart a 
daily expenditure of 50,000 foct pounds 
of energy. The faster the heart beats 
the less time it has for rest—that is, 
the sum total of the periods of rest or 
diastole is much greater when the pulse 
is, say, 70 per minute than when it is 
120 per minute; so that decreasing the 
pulse rate saves the heart. Ag: 
recumbent position this organ is saved 
the labor of elevating that part of the 
blood which goes to parts above its own 
level. Rest of the voluntary muscles 
is still more important. An immense 
amount of energy evolved in muscle 
“movement is conserved by rest in bed. 
Muscle rest also secures rest for the 
motor neurones. The larger part of 
the nervous system is relieved of its 
work when the muscles are dormant. 
Decreasing the output of energy re- 
lieves the digestive, assimilative and 
eliminative organs of a corresponding 


amount of work.—G. WEHRLE, ‘Thera-

THOUSANDS OF PERSONS make 
their living through various blackmail- 
ing schemes. One of the most com- 
mon is to threaten physicians, surgeons, 
- and dentists with prosecution for al- 
leged malpractice, unless a sum of 
money, ranging from a few dollars to 
several thousand, is turned over to 


them. There is scarcely a member of 


these professions but has been ap- 
proached in this way at some time in 
his career. These schemers often make 
out a case which sounds so plausible 
that the accused, while innocent, real- 
izes that if pushed he would have the 
trouble of defending himself, and
